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Council Talks Gun Disposal, 
Boxwood Water, Amazon

From law enforcement to in- 
frastructure projects and so much 
more, councilmembers are called 
on to cover a wide array of top- 
ics. Its February 25 meeting was 
no exception, with council dis- 
cussing police weapons disposal, 
Boxwood water line replacement, 
and the possibility of Amazon's 
second headquarters locating near 
Greenbelt. 

There was heated discussion 
about how to handle replacement 
of weapons for the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department, with Lt. Timo- 
thy White informing council they 
have been in need of a replace- 
ment for about two years. The 
issue of what to do with the used 
weapons once replacements were 
purchased divided the council. 

“Once weapons leave our 
hands we have no idea what

happens to them,” said Council- 
member Rodney Roberts, adding, 
“we should be setting an example 
and getting rid of these guns.” 

Councilmember Colin Byrd 
agreed in part. “I’ve seen guns 
end up in the wrong hands a lot, 
and I don’t want to be a part of 
that at all,” said Byrd. 

However, he and four other 
councilmembers voted against 
Roberts’ motion to destroy all 
weapons not being used by law 
enforcement. Greenbelt Police 
Chief Richard Bowers informed 
council that the only way to 
dispose of the weapons com- 
pletely is to bring them to the 
trash incinerator in Baltimore. 
Instead, the police department is 
considering different companies 
that might purchase the supply 
of weapons. 

Pipe Replacement 

Council reviewed an update on 
the Boxwood water line replace- 
ment project that is scheduled 


to start in March. April Wilt, 
technical contract manager with 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission, provided the update. 

The replacement project is 
estimated to take from March 
15 until September 13, and will 
focus on 1,500 feet of new mains 
under Lastner Lane and Ridge 
Road. The existing mains under 
Lastner Lane were installed over 
50 years ago. Replacement will 
ensure water services are depend- 
able and a supply for emergency 
services is available. 

Regular water service is set 
to continue during the project, 
with any exceptions being noted 
for those affected 48 hours in ad- 
vance. “Any time water is inter- 
rupted for any purpose, we will 
notify,” said Wilt. 

Amazon to Greenbelt? 

Byrd proposed a motion for 
council to draft a resolution op- 


posing an Amazon headquarters

Del. Washington Addresses 
School Funding at Table Talk 


A table talk with 
Maryland State 
Delegate Alonzo 
Washington was 
held Saturday at 
the New Deal Café 
to update citizens 
on the Kirwan 
Commission’s rec- 
ommendations for 
Maryland school 
funding. According 
to Washington, a 
Kirwan Commis- 
sion member from 
Prince George’s 
County’s 22nd Dis- 
trict, preliminary 
recommendations 
made in January 
outline how to make Maryland’s 
public schools more competitive 
by closing achievement gaps 
based on race, income, disability 
and other factors. 

The commission, chaired by 
William “Brit” Kirwan, a former 
president of the University of 
Maryland, made policy and fund- 
ing recommendations for Fiscal 
Year 2020 that include: 

¢ providing free pre-K educa- 
tion for 3- and 4-year-olds whose 
families fall 300 percent below 
the federal poverty line; 

¢ raising teacher salaries to 
be competitive with other pro- 
fessions with similar education 
levels; 

¢ improving college and ca- 
reer opportunities with advanced 
placement help and career and

technical education programs; 

¢ providing increased funding 
to high-poverty schools for in- 
tensive services for students and 
families. 

These recommendations, 
Washington said, would cost 
$325 million in FY 2020, with 
$64 million, or about 20 percent 
of the total, going toward Prince 
George’s County public schools. 
Washington told the 20 or so 
attendees that investing in early 
childhood education will be a 
priority. He said he supported 
investing in full-day pre-K to 3- 
and 4-year-olds and making it a 
scaled-up approach. 

The importance of early sup- 
port for childhood education 
was a key point Washington ex- 
pressed to Greenbelt residents. “It

is a best practice that we invest 
in early childhood education and 
in a child’s life so that when they 
get to high school they are liter- 
ate,” Washington said. “We’ve 
looked at the best practices not 
only in the state or country but 
other jurisdictions around the

All of this and more 
can be found in the 2019 Green- 
belt Youth Musical that opened 
with two performances last week- 
end at the Community Center. 

The Greenbelt Youth Musi- 
cal celebrates its 19th year by 
reprising a popular production 
from seven years ago, Home- 
ward Bound. The book, music 
and lyrics by Christopher Cherry 
are based on The Odyssey by 
Homer. Homer’s epic poem fol- 
lows the long, perilous journey of 
Odysseus to get 
home to his fam- 
ily in Ithaca after 
fighting the Tro- 
jan War. As with 
other Youth Mu- 
sical productions 
directed by Cher- 
ry, the lyrics are 
jam-packed with 
complex and clev- 
er word play.

The role of Odysseus is 
played by Ezra Pitts, who has 
a strong voice and command- 
ing stage presence.

Capernaum, the winner of the Grand Jury Prize at the Cannes 
Film Festival, follows 12-year-old Zain Ai Rafeea, a poverty- 
stricken Lebanese child who runs away from his parents. He crafts 
a life on the streets and takes care of an Ethiopian refugee and her 
baby. Ultimately he sues his parents for the crime of giving him 
life. Capernaum, by Nadine Labaki, was made using a cast of non- 
professionals who had gone through similar events in their own 
lives. The film looks at the systemic inhumanity of poverty, and yet 
ultimately has a hopeful view that stirs the heart.

Free Solo 

This film returns to the OGT after winning Oscar and BAFTA 
awards for Best Documentary Film. From award-winning documen- 
tary filmmaker E. Chai Vasarhelyi and world-renowned mountaineer- 
ing photographer Jimmy Chin, this National Geographic Documen- 
tary Film is astoundingly beautiful and thrilling. It is also terrifying 
and, at least to many in the climbing community, wrongful in its 
glorification of a supremely dangerous extreme version of the sport. 
This is a thought- and discussion-provoking film. 

It chronicles Alex Honnold’s first-ever climb up Yosemite’s 
3,000-foot-high El Capitan wall free solo: with no ropes or safety 
gear. The New York Times said this climb “should be celebrated as 
one of the great athletic feats of any kind, ever.” The meticulous 
documentation of his compulsive, life-consuming preparation gives 
us some understanding of this feat and of Honnold’s peculiar self. 
But watching the climb itself, minute by breathtaking minute, puts 
it right back in the realm of the inconceivable.

GATe is proud to present De- 
fending Utopia: The Greenbelt 
News Review at 80, a documen- 
tary film by Susan Gervasi, dep- 
uty director of the Utopia Film 
Festival. The film will air daily 
from Friday, March 8 through 
Friday, March 15 at 1, 5 and 8 
p.m. on cable television stations 
in Greenbelt and surrounding ar- 
eas, specifically Comcast 77 and 
Verizon Fios 19. 

From its 1930s origin, con- 
servative critics nationwide de- 
nounced the government-built 
Greenbelt project as a foolish 
utopian dream, and — during the 
McCarthy era — as a probable 
hotbed of communism. The News 
Review defended the egalitarian 
spirit of the city’s many coop- 
erative ventures, and encouraged 
residents to see themselves as 
pioneers of a new era in housing. 

The 46-minute documentary 
also explores the paper’s historic 
Supreme Court battle against a 
developer’s libel suit. Reporter 
and editor Mary Lou Williamson 
describes the lawsuit’s impact on 
the paper and her own role in 
the prolonged court fight. First 
Amendment experts also weigh in 
on its ultimate national impact on 
press freedom. 

Maria Silvia Miller nar- 
rates Defending Utopia, which 
also includes commentary by 
Greenbelt Museum director Me- 
gan Searing Young and many 
longtime Greenbelt residents.

Greenbelt in the 1960s: a l- 
bel suit filed against the News 
Review, Peace in Vietnam ral- 
lies, Spiro Agnew elected as 
Maryland’s governor (with hearty 
support from Greenbelt voters). 
Cecilia Franck is getting a taste 
of what life in Greenbelt was like 
back then while scanning news- 
papers for the Greenbelt Archive 
Project (GAP). Franck, a Univer- 
sity of Maryland (UMD) graduate 
student in library science, has 
worked 20 hours a week for the 
project since late January, starting 
with issues from 1964 and work- 
ing forward. Papers through 1968 
are now done and the new digital 
versions will soon be uploaded to 
the Internet Archive. 

Much has happened since 
GAP took up residence in the 
Community Center in September 
2018. Several volunteers from 
the community have teamed with 
GAP staff on a variety of tasks. 
Working with newspapers from 
the News Review’s holdings, they 
selected the ‘best’ copy of each 
issue from 1943 through 2001 
for scanning and finished just 
before the March 1 target date. 
Papers from 1943 through 1963 
have been transferred to GAP’s 
collaborator, UMD Libraries, for 
scanning by a contractor paid by 
a grant UMD received for par- 
ticipation in the National Digital 
Newspaper Program (see loc.gov/ 
ndnp). The remainder will be 
scanned by Franck or other UMD 
students. 

Volunteers also helped com- 
plete an inventory with the page 
count and other information for 
every issue published, which 
provides metadata for the post- 
ings on Internet Archive (digital 
papers from 1937 to present) 
and Library of Congress website 
(1943 through 1963). Volunteers 
inventoried the newspapers in 
the Greenbelt Library’s Tugwell 
Room to search for issues miss-

ing from the News Review’s 
holdings and to identify gaps in 
the library’s collection of Green- 
belt newspapers. Extra copies 
from the News Review’s hold- 
ings can fill some of the gaps 
and make the library’s publicly- 
accessible reading collection more 
complete. For the dozen or so 1s- 
sues for which the News Review 
was unable to find newsprint 
originals to scan, volunteer Sandy 
Rodgers has cleaned up the ex- 
isting microfilm-based PDFs to 
make them more readable and 
searchable. 

To keep abreast of progress on 
the scanning and upload of pa- 
pers, visit GAP’s newly revamped 
website at greenbeltarchive.org, 
where updates will be posted bi- 
monthly starting next week. In 
addition, the website has back- 
ground information on both the 
project and the newspaper and 
a blog about project activities 
or items that have piqued inter- 
est.

Class time was spent 
learning chords and songs for the 
four-stringed instrument popularly 
associated with grass skirt gather- 
ings in the Hawaiian Islands. 

Artist-in-residence Rachel 
Cross has been teaching ukulele 
for about eight years and teach- 
ing at the Community Center 
for three. “The uke is easy to 


transport, inexpensive and you 
can play good-sounding music 
on it after only a few weeks of 
practice,” said Cross. 

There is a growing popular- 
ity for ukulele with thousands 
of videos posted on YouTube to 
fuel the fans. Cross shared her 
take on it, “The ukulele is a very 
social and community-oriented 
instrument. It is designed to get 
folks to strum and sing together.” 

Intermediate player Sally Da- 
vies had no experience with uku- 
lele before the class. “The biggest 
surprise for me taking Rachel’s 
class was having to play and 
sing,” said Davies. “Now I find 
myself humming all our class 
tunes throughout the week!”

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Roosevelt Dems Go Green 
To Celebrate St. Patrick’s Day

The Roosevelt Democratic 
Club is going green for its St. 
Patrick’s Day event on Sunday, 
March 17, 3 p.m. at the Greenbri- 
ar Condominiums Terrace Room 
at 7600 Hanover Parkway.

Youth Corps at Refuge 


Patuxent Research Refuge is 
sponsoring a summer Youth Con- 
servation Corps program. The 
Youth Conservation Corps is a 
federally funded work-learn-earn 
program aimed at developing an 
appreciation and understanding 
of the nation’s environmental 
and natural heritage. The pro- 
gram is eight weeks long, June 
24 through August 16. Enrollees 
work 40 hours per week — Mon- 
day through Friday, 7:45 a.m. to 
4:15 p.m. — and earn minimum 
wage ($10.10/hour).

being located in Greenbelt. This 
follows a change in the tech gi- 
ant’s original plans to locate part 
of their second headquarters in 
New York. 

According to an article in the 
Washington Business Journal that 
Byrd brought to council’s atten- 
tion, David Iannucci, chief execu- 
tive officer of the Prince George’s 
County Economic Development 
Corp., pitched a College Park and 
Greenbelt property to Amazon for 
the new location. 

Byrd said Greenbelt officials 
were never consulted on the mat- 
ter. 

“We have to send some kind 
of message that the county ex- 
ecutive can’t go around pitching

Washington said attracting 
and retaining quality teachers is 
important.

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ERHS Teacher Wins A Grant 
To Buy Research Equipment 


The Society for Science and 
the Public announced the award 
of $120,000 in grants to 35 sci- 
ence research teachers across 
the country to help them se- 
cure much-needed equipment and 
amenities for their classrooms. 
Sean Brady, a science teacher at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
has received a $4,000 grant to 
purchase a shaker incubator for 
his classroom. 

Brady leads his students in 
microbiology research projects, 
but currently they only have 
regular incubators. Without agita- 
tion, liquid cultures tend to form 
clumps, which skews experimen- 
tal results. The shaker incubator 
permits much better homogeniza- 
tion of liquid cultures, leading to 
a much larger array of possible 
research projects. He hopes that 
this will better prepare them for 
research at the collegiate level 
and beyond.

Odysseus’s patient 
wife Penelope is played by Erin 
Caldwell, who fends off suitors 
while keeping hope alive that her 
husband will return. Caldwell ten- 
derly finesses the most emotional 
songs of the show and handles 
her clever schemes and dialogues 
with ease. Their son Telemachus, 
played by Cole Cheng, longs to 
welcome home a father he does 
not remember while he seeks to 
protect his mother and prove his 
maturity. 

Along for Odysseus’s trials 
and misfortunes are first mate Eu- 
rylochus, played by Sean Brittan- 
Powell, and the crewmen: Will 
Peterson as Polites, Jonah Hurtt 
as Perimedes and Creedence 
Jackson as Polyctor. This small 
but mighty crew was entertain- 
ing and fun to watch. Two of the 
most humorous numbers in the 
show, Practically Married and 
Technically Married, suggest that 
the time Odysseus and Eurylo- 
chus spend together is a bond 
beyond friendship.

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Judo Clinic Reaches Out 


To Blind, Low-Vision Athletes 


A martial arts clinic was held 
at the College Park Community 
Center on February 24 as an op- 
portunity for blind and low-vision 
persons to learn more about the 
art of judo. Although judo means 
gentle way, the thwack sounds 
against the mat didn’t sound 
gentle to the untrained ear. Doz- 
ens of volunteer coaches attended 
in white kimono-like tops over 
loose-fitting white trousers in 
the manner of the martial arts 
uniform called a gi (rhymes with 
““see’’). 

Denna Lambert, a blind resi- 
dent of Greenbelt, stood barefoot 
on the mat with the coaches. 
She is a member of the Metro 
Washington Association of Blind 
Athletes (MWABA), one of the 
co-sponsors of this event along 
with Hui-o-Judo and their sensei, 
Kevin Tamai. 

“I’m part of the year-long 
National Fitness Challenge focus- 
ing on health, obesity and eating 
habits” in the blind community, 
Lambert said. She is also an 
active member in MWABA’s tan- 
dem biking program. “Sometimes 
it’s hard for me to get to some 
events, but they were holding this 
one practically in my backyard.” 

Tamai provided some con- 
text for the clinic. “We started 
with my dad having mats in the 
basement,” he said. “We took 
the program to schools around 
the county and as we outgrew

facilities we moved. We landed 
in Beltsville, where we are now. 
When MWABA asked us to put 
on this clinic we were excited.” 

Tamai was quick to clarify 
how to adapt judo to blind and 
low-vision athletes. “We don’t 
change judo. We adjust our ver- 
biage to be more descriptive. 
When our students compete, the 
only adjustment is to touch the 
Opponent’s gi to establish the 
distance between the opponents.” 

He also noted that he works 
with veterans with physical and 
emotional trauma. “I don’t care 
if a judoka [practitioner] ever 
achieves a belt ranking. Judo 1s 
not just about your physical abil- 
ity. It is respect for your partner, 
helping another person and self- 
confidence. It’s about character 
development. Those things are 
most important.” 

As she took a break from 
working with a couple of differ- 
ent coaches, Lambert observed, 
“Judo gives me a level of con- 
fidence that I can protect my- 
self and that I have a level of 
strength and agility.” 

The thwacks reverberated for 
the duration of the clinic. Tamai 
explained: Practitioners hit the 
mat with their hand to take the 
impact out of the fall and redirect 
the energy.

This January, Jamie Jorgensen 
made a New Year’s resolution to 
devote more time to sketching 
Greenbelt’s distinctive buildings. 
In the five and a half years spent 
living in Greenbelt with his fam- 
ily, he has made note of the di- 
versity of interesting architecture. 
This self-taught pursuit 1s a way

Jorgensen employs pen and 
ink for the outlines, along with 
a subtle use of watercolors. He 
stated, “I just like the look of ink 
on paper, or the ways watercolor 
flows and mixes.” Typically, he 
completes a sketch in about 30 
minutes. 

Jorgensen focuses on two ar- 
eas in his art: urban sketching 
and nature landscapes. His build- 
ing pieces celebrate the “human 
world” while the landscapes de- 
pict the natural.
